Allendorph of Kansas City, 
Mo., has devised a steel rail vvhieh 
may fi place the standard rail now 
In use by the railroads of the 
IJn.ted States The now invention 
has been shown to 300 railroad 
operating officials, and all have pro- 
nounced it a much better and more 
practical rail than the standard rail 
now in use, says the Kansas City 

Star. 

The present rail is five and one- 
hall inches high and a five and one- 
half Inch base. It is solid. Mr. 

Alleieiriiph's rail is four inches high 

and has a six inch base. It, is a 
hollow rail Another improvement 
which some ollireials considei Ihe 
best part Of the invention is the de- 
vice for connecting the rails. In- 
stead of the fish [dates now in use 
Ihe rail is joined by mcansof a plate 
two feet long, six inches wide and 
carrying an upright the length of 
the plate which fits into the hollow 

of the two rails 1 be connected, 

A complete and sal isfaclory con- 
nection is readily made. 

Th; particular advantage of the 
invention is that it will prevent 
the many accident! which are at- 
tributed to "spreading rails." As 
a matter of faCl the phrase 
" spreading rails" is a Qlisnoinei 
The train iu striking Ihe rail 

rounding a ouive forces the rails 

over and upside down, causing 

a wreck. With the height of the 

rail reduced from live and one half 
to lour inches and resting on a 
broader base than (he present 

standard rail the chance for an 

accident from "spreading rails" is 
greatly minimized if not- entirely 
eliminated. 

The presenl standard rail can ics 
ninety pounds to the yard. Mr. 
Allendorph's rail carries but 
seventy-seven pounds to the yard. 
With steel at, the present 
quotations, $2S a ton, there is a 
difference In cost in favor of tho 
Allendorph rail of #r>7i .70 a mile.

A serious problem confronted J. 
A. C. Goebel, the marriage license 
olerk, and his assistant clerk, Tho- 
mas Smith, to day when a deaf- 
mute appeared to make application 
for a marriage license. He was 
John M. Robb, living at 1438 Mont 
rose St. The office was crowded 
almost to suffocation, the October 
rush of applicants having set in and 
as it required considerable time to 
attend to the mute, the clerk was 
worried lest those in waiting would 
register in complaint. 

When Mr. Robb entered the as- 
sistant oleik's office he placed the 
index finger of his right hand to his 
lips and shook his head negatively, 
to indicate that he could not talk 
The assistant clerk, recognising 
that it would bike considerable time 
to IsSUe the license to the silent 
man, conferred with his chief, who 
advised him to write every question 
on a slip of paper, and have the ap- 
plicant write the answers below it.
